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/ VOCATIONAL EDUCATION NEEDED 


One answer to what to do with the student who won't work, won't 
study, and, because of sate law, can't quit school, may well lie in the 
development of vocational education. 

A study of this aspect of education is being made by the Tulare 
County Taxpayers’ association, and the Taxpayers’ group might well 
be joined by school officials of the county in a serious effort to de- 
velop a trade school, or trade schools in the county. 

The fact that a student — particularly a boy — does not do well 

in academic education does not necessarily mean that this student has 
no ability. Actually, he may have great ability with his hands, and if 
interest in this ability can be created, and the ability developed, that 
individual may well have just as much chance for a happy. and profit- 
able life as the college graduate. 

In our modern economic world, the man who works with his hands 
— the carpenter, the mechanic, the machine tool operator, the print- 
er, the equipment operator — often earns more than the "white col- 
lar worker. If natural inclinations, natural abilities center around this 
hg of work, then isn't it just as much the job of schools to prepare 

ese individuals for the future as it is to prepare those individuals 
with abilities and talents that may lead them into the professional, or 
the scientific fields? 

We think that it is, yet the trade school, the vocational school 
has too often been looked upon as a sort of "reform school", where 
the misfits can be placed until such time as they can legally get away 
from school. 

Certainly we do not believe that young men or women should be 
irrevocable channelled at some point in their education. The oppor- 
tunity should always be present for an individual to move on into the 
fields of so-called higher education if his ability and desires permit. 
But, perhaps, too much channelling is now being done in an effort to 
push students into college, with only the college channel really wide 
open, and, in Tulare county, with no other channel really available. 

It is just as honorable and just as satisfying for a competent man 
to work primarily with his hands as it is to work primarily with his | 
brains. And today skilled craftsmen are as difficult to find as skilled 
professional people. 

There is one other aspect of this vocational education idea. If 
those students who do little more than clutter up the classroom, take 
up space, and impose on their teachers’ time were placed in a voca- 
tional program, the academic program might be more profitable for 
those students remaining in it. 

At least, there appears to be plenty of room for study—a serious 
study from which an honorable and efficient vocational education pro- 
gram might be developed. 

We think it's worth a try.

suckers. Caught: one 25 ineh 
squaw in that part of the river 
that had a 12 inch rainbow in its 
stomach. Planting fish in this 
part of the river is merely feeding 
the poor nursery trout to the can- 
nibal squaws. Tell Bob Lewis (in- 
land fisheries supervisor) and di- 
rector Warne to look into these 
nice pools.and see what catches 
the planted trout. 

Jim Jewitt, president of the 
Fresno Sport Divers took under- 
water pictures in the same area 
the other day and reported tons 
of squaw fish from one to four 
pounds (we guessed eight to ten), 
numerous suckers and fairly large 
number of carp in what appeared 
,to be two age groups, from nine 
to ten inches and then about 35 
inches long, a couple of small 
mouth bass and a few small trout. 

Redinger lake is another body 
of water that hasn’t provided any 
worthwhile fishing except for the 
day the trout are planted. Fish 
and game men making a study of 
the lake report it has a heavy 
population of squaw fish and 
suckers so apparently the squaws 
catch the trout the fishermen 
miss. 

What to do about this? The 
fish and game boys don’t have the 
answer. To chemically treat Red- 
inger would be to jeopardize the 
Millerton lake fisheries and pos- 
sibly the fish in the trout hatch- 
ery below Millerton. Chemicals 
used on the Kings river might kill 
off the fish of Pine Flat reser- 
voir. 

We have a suggestion which 
isn’t original but we can’t get 
the fish game boys to take it 
serious. A few sea lions in Red- 
inger lake would make short work 
of all the fish and the lions could 
be as easily eliminated as they 
are to secure for use. 

Fish and game _ department 
sources report a tremendous in- 
crease in the lion population since 
1947 and sports and commercial 
fishermen would be hippy to have 
the population reduced.

DEMAND HEAVY 
FOR WORKERS IN 
AGRICULTURE 


FRESNO, Aug. 13 — Farm em- 
ployment in the eight counties of 
the San Joaquin Valley, San Joa- 
quin through Kern, has entered 
its fall upswing somewhat earlier 
this year due to the early matur- 
ing of many of the crops. There 
were 141,000 reported working 
last week, exclusive of farmers 
and unpaid families. The demand 
for workers is expected to rise 
somewhat sharper than usual due 
to the earlier starting of the 
peach, grape and tomato harvests. 

Of the present work force 20,- 
000 are now working in the peach 
This fails to meet the 
demands for workers in this crop 
in Merced and Stanislaus counties 
where. 8,000 additional workers 
are urgently needed at present. 

There are 9,000 working 7m 
table grapes in Kern, Tulare and: 
Fresno counties and 6,000 in the 
tomato harvest. 

The raisin harvest is expected 
to get underway this week with a 
peak demand for 35,000 workers 
needed late this week or early 
next week. Much of the raisin 
harvest work force is expected to 
come from outside the valley area. 

In addition to the above three 
major crops grown in the valley 
there is an increasing demand for 
fig harvest hands, both in dry and 
fresh pack. 

The wine grape harvest is start- 
ing in Kern county arid is expect- 
ed to move northward as rapidly 
as the test will permit. 

Many workers can also be used 
in the various farm activities 
throughout the valley and work- 
ers are urged to call at their near- 
est farm office to seek information 
regarding jobs or file an applica- 
tion for jobs of their choice for 
future employment.

The pattern from which this 
bronze plaque was cast was hand 
carved by a Japanese artisan dur- 
ing the most recent cruise taken 
by the ship. It was cast in the 
Navy shipyard in San Diego and is 
mounted on a shield of Philippine 
mahogany, indicative of various 
nationalities of several countries 
which the U.S. Navy is pledged to 
protect in our family of friendly 
nations. 

The plaque will be displayed for 
a time by the Tulare county cham- 
ber of commerce, after which it 
will probably be placed in the su- 
pervisors’ chambers.

Q. I am a man 76 years old. A 
have a lump under the right 
nipple that is at times quite 
painful. What could this be? 


A. The inquirer has probably 
consulted a physician by now so 
this reply may serve only to em- 
phasize a situation with which 
many people are unfamiliar.

JURY TRIAL

two Porterville men accused of 
the March 28 beating death of 
Buddy L. Burns of Lindsay have 
denied their guilt in the case and 
will face a jury on August 19.
